I express my strong agreement with Steve Patrick on 
his statement about “pulled proofs.” As far as I can 
tell, the BEP does not advertise/sell them that way. 
They are a slightly larger version of the basic card, 
with space for the signature of the plate printer, cur- 
rently Mike Beck, and date at the bottom. I have dis- 
cussed this several times previously. 


There is no way that the process involved in printing 
the cards could/would be obtainable at whatever 
show they were offered. Consider the drying time 
between “passes” for the different colors, etc. (At the 
ANA show here in Philadelphia in 2012, I personally 
observed Mike Beck open a cabinet and voila, a batch 
of B-304A, appeared!) 


Than there is the definition of “proof” as it relates to 
the printing process. It is my understanding that a 
“proof” is “pulled”: (1) to verify the quality of the 
image and/or text; (2) if in color, which color is most 
appropriate; and (3) to obtain approval for printing, 
and/or as a file record. It is made from the original 
die or the finished plate. Therefore, once the issue 
has been accepted/ printed, further images of same 
are NO longer “proofs”! 


I do not know how/ when/where the term “pulled- 
proof” entered our lexicon, but I am totally opposed 
to its continued use!

The Internet and eBay are interesting sources for sou- 
venir cards and/or intaglio material (see my article 
on page 22). One must be aware that some of the 
material being offered is actually cut-down images 
from cards. This is especially true of the many “BEP 
proofs” from when the Bureau was printing older 
banknote items. Obviously, an enticement for paper 
money collectors who know nothing about cards!

THE MOST VALUABLE SOUVENIR CARD?

For those Wein s about the most expensive sou- 
venir card ever sold, I would submit this as the top 


candidate. The card is a humble B-9, issued at 
Interpex ’71 — one of the most common cards ever 
produced by the BEP. And this copy appears to show 
some serious toning. Yet in 2015, Goldin Auctions 
hammered down a closing price of $2,509 for it, 
including the buyer’s premium. 


Of course, the autographs may motivated the bid- 
ding a bit. There are 21 signatures of NASA astro- 
nauts, included several who walked on the moon. 
Most prominent among the autographs is John 
Glenn, who actually flew in the Mercury capsule 
depicted on the stamp and is mentioned in the text 
on the card. Two other Project Mercury astronauts, 
Deke Slayton and Wally Schirra, also signed the 
card. The other signatures include:

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ENTRY 


When the United States entered the first World War on April 16, 1917, an enormous sum of money 
was needed to support the deployment of American troops. The Department of the Treasury sought 
to borrow the majority of these funds from American citizens by selling four separate Liberty Loan 
bonds and one final Victory Loan. 


Within days of the United States entering the war, BEP began producing the First Liberty Loan 
bond. Orders for subsequent bond sales pushed BEP’s production capabilities to the limit throughout 
the war. The BEP’s talented and dedicated workforce completed all Liberty Loan orders by printing 
more than 130 million bonds that provided substantial financial support for the American war effort. 


The patriotic bonds provided BEP engravers and printers with a canvas to exhibit their expert 
workmanship. Bond compositions contained powerful American iconography, inspiring allegorical 
figures, and intricately engraved ornaments. Featured here are a selection of engravings which 
originally appeared on Liberty Loans. 


Also included is the back of a Series 1918, $2 Federal Reserve Bank Note. The central vignette of the 
$2 note depicts a New York class battleship. Similar American battleships were deployed to reinforce 
the British Royal Navy during World War One. In 1918, Federal Reserve Bank Notes were issued to 
assist with the financing of the war abroad while also insuring a stable market at home.

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AN AFTERNOON WITH MARK TOMASKO ee Baker 


On Saturday, February 3rd, I joined a small audience 
at the American Numismatic Society (ANS) in lower 
Manhattan for their monthly Money Talks series. 
The day’s program was entitled “Bank Notes: From 
Design To Print” presented by Mark Tomasko, col- 
lector, author (The Feel of Steel), and researcher on 
bank note engraving. Last spring, Mark curated the 
exhibition “Images of Value: The Artwork Behind 
US. Security Engraving 1830s-1980s,” which ran 
February 22 to April 29, 2017, at the respected 
Grolier Club. 


Mark touched on a variety of subjects and answered 
questions from the audience while laying out the 
process of designing, engraving, and printing bank 
notes and securities. His depth of knowledge in this 
field is probably exceeded only by Gene Hessler. 
Much of his talk - condensed from his book — would 
have been of great interest to SCCS members. 


To supplement his PowerPoint presentation, Mark 
selected a number of items from his personal collec- 
tion. These included original vignette artwork; bank 
note and securities models; vignette books; an 
ABNCo color chart; a numbered first edition of 
James Baxter’s Printing Postage Stamps By Line 
Engraving; various engravers’ tools; steel dies, trans- 
fer rolls and printing plates; and progressive proofs 
of vignettes, litho tints, and bank notes. All of the 
samples were generously laid out on the conference 
room table for us to examine and inquire further as 
questions arose.

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SEMI-OFFICIAL DISCOVERY 


It’s unusual to discover a new souvenir card in the 
SO category, especially since it’s been over 20 years 
since the last one was issued. But in the process of 
doing some other research I uncovered two! 


In the First Quarter 1997 issue of the Souvenir Card 
Journal then-president Art Benjamin wrote a short 
article with illustration inquiring about a 1992 
Columbus card issued by World Wide Classics, Inc. 
(WWCI). The card had an American Bank Note 
imprint at the bottom. Apparently there were no 
responses. No further details were published and the 
card was never included in the SCCS numbering sys- 
tem. I recently pieced together more of the story with 
some help from fellow collector Paul Melnick. 


WWCI was the brainchild of Ronald T. Schaefer. By 
appearances, the firm was a high-end stamp dealer,

but in reality it was primarily a telemarketing huck- 
ster scheme. In one instance, WWCI marketed pri- 
vately printed “balloon post” stamps commemorat- 
ing the “First Republican Senatorial Inner Circle 
Manned Balloon Flight.” These were printed in 1988 
and sold for exorbitant prices as investments to 
gullible buyers. WWCI's “data sheet” shows the 
“price performance” of one stamp, rising from $100 
in Dec. ’88 to $650 in Dec. ’90. Of course, WWCI was 
the only marketer so they could raise the price as 
they chose. 


In 1991, WWCI contracted American Bank Note to 
print two intaglio souvenir cards for the 500th 
Anniversary of the Landing of Columbus the follow- 
ing year.

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The “money card” for WWCI (let’s call it Card A) 
shows two “proofs from original dies” of Chile 
stamps portraying Columbus: a 1 centavo from 1901 
and a 20 centavo from 1904. A set of 11 actual 
stamps, with punch holes and ABNC’s “specimen” 
markings, were affixed to the open areas of the card. 
[Opposite, below.] I’ve seen one example where 
stamps were actually affixed on top of the printed 
versions on the card. The card was secured in a gold- 
en presentation album. [right] 


Card A sold for an astronomical amount — I vaguely 
recall hearing something at the time about an asking 
price in the $500 range. I recently found a set of just 
the specimen stamps on eBay for $66. The text on 
Card A mentions that the specimens “only became 
available to collectors upon the sale of the American 
Bank Note Archives in 1990.” I suspect WWCI pur- 
chased these in sheets in an ABN Archive auction 
then broke them up for use on the cards. 


The other souvenir card [next page] depicts a single 
Chilean Columbus proof stamp from 1901 but has no 
stamps attached. I don't know what it sold for, but it 
may have been available only as part of a set. Paul 
Melnick was able supply me with scans of both 
cards. Both cards have the typical certification state- 
ment found on other ABNC collector products.

Despite their dubious origins, these are clearly Semi- 
Official cards, engraved and printed by a bank note 
firm as souvenirs of a specific event. They should 
have received SCCS catalog numbers at the time, but 
at this point we can only give them addendum num- 
bers. 
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American Bank Note issued its own numismatic sou- 
venir card in October 1992, not tied to any show, but 
commemorating the 500th anniversary of Columbus 
landing in the new world — SO-107. We don't know 
the issue dates of the WWCI cards, but since they 
mark the same event, we will list them as SO-107A 
(two-stamp card) and SO-107B (single-stamp card). 


And what became of WWCI? In 1993 the Federal 
Trade Commission levied a $10 million fine on the 
company for “misrepresented to investors the value 
of the stamp collections they sold by up to 10 times 
the true value,” according to an L.A. Times article. 
The company was forced to liquidate its assets, 
which the FTC used to repay some of consumer and 
creditor losses. WWCI president Ronald Schaefer 
was “required to post a $200,000 performance bond 
before resuming any telemarketing activities.” 


Whether he did or not is uncertain, but he certainly 
did not give up his scheming. In 2000, after an inves- 
tigation by the FBI and FTC, Schaefer was convicted 
of mail and wire fraud related to the sale of Disney 
animation art. He eventually served three years in 
prison for the crimes. 


And that’s the rest of the story!

The Souvenir Card Collectors Society was represent- 
ed at the Florida United Numismatist [FUN] show in 
Tampa in January. Our table was manned by Steve 
Costner, O.T. Thompson, and Steve Patrick. Mike 
Bean was there with his spider press. He had 100 
show cards to be raffled off for free over the course 
of the four days. Many SCCS members won, but Lee 
Quast and a few others were buying on the first day 
to get the low numbered cards. Lee was paying $10 
and up to $20 for number 1, etc. Mike also had anoth- 
er card that was selling for $3.00. I purchased a lim- 
ited four-up printing of an 1818 obsolete note that 
Mike had printed from an old copper plate. His area 
was very popular, twice a day. Mike tried to have the 
Abraham Lincoln impersonator to draw the tickets 
for the lottery. “Lincoln” really Dennis chose a kid to 
help him. For the last card in the drawing, the win- 
ner was urged to give the kid a five dollar Lincoln 
tip. That honor on Friday went to Steve Costner. 


I was not able to come until Friday after the first 
drawing. The society tables got light traffic in that 
they were in a far corner of the hall, but I had sever- 
al nice conversations about my display of cards. At 
the 4:00 p.m. drawing, I won the first card. It was 
about that time that my wife called with news that 
she had fallen and was on the way to the hospital. 
That meant I couldn’t spend the night at the show. 
She had a crack in her pelvis that means no surgery, 
but weeks of painful rehab and careful care from her 
husband. 


John Wilson took a photo of all the card collectors at 
the 12:00 drawing on Saturday . I think he will send 
it to Bill Kriebel. Steve Costner took a photo at our 
2:00 meeting. I hope they show up for the Journal. 


I came back to Tampa on Saturday to give a program 
at 2:00 p.m. called “Putting the Souvenir in Souvenir 
Cards.” I usually try to have programs of money 
cards, vingettes, etc. things that coin and money col- 
lectors would like. This time I brought my collection 
of show cancelled Postal Service cards. I also brought 
some of my creations of canceled cards at big stamp 
shows. At the meeting were Lee Phelps, Jim 
Suchma, Syd Crawford, Steve Costner, Art 
Benjamin, Lee Quast, and a couple of others. I also 
had promised Lee a ride for him and his son Derek 
back to Orlando for a post-show vacation. 
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Lee Quast shared a table with [former members] 
John Parker, and Art Benjamin. They made some 
good sales. On Sunday, John Parker was approached 
by a cousin of J.S.G. Boggs. Boggs was a terrific artist 
of facsimile U.S. currency. He produced many items 
before his death last year in Tampa. It seems that 
some now believe that he was a victim of foul play. 
He was found in a Tampa motel in the bathtub two 
days dead. Anyway, Boggs’s cousins are settling the 
estate and have found a few odd pieces that have 
never been on the market. Stay tuned, Boggs’s fans. 
Boggs had 30 storage lockers and they have only 
searched three! Boggs was a pack rat. 


Parker often spends a night with me either coming or 
going from Atlanta. This time it was both. He 
brought me three “pulled proofs” for sale from the 
Denver show. I’m sure the Bureau program is a puz- 
zle for many of us. This time the BEP went to ONE 
SHOW, the Denver ANA, and pulled 33 each of the 
three cards on subscription in 2017. My opinion is 
that these are not pulled proofs since each card needs 
multiple passes with several techniques done in D.C. 
Why spend the money? First the 33 cards are printed 
in a reddish color in part rather than the brownish 
color that sold for $20. They are numbered and 
signed by Mike Beck the printer. This means that 
there are 33 cards each, not the usual 100 they pull at 
the show. So I will buy a set that John Parker secured 
for me. The lower number cards like numbers 1 and 
2 get a premium of $150 over the $50 purchase price. 
Lee Quast was able to get matching sets of numbers 
for the three cards and sold those for $150 each or 
$450 for the set. If you think this is overpriced, 
remember the numbers are low 33 and the card is 
materially different. You have to be the judge as to 
whether it is worth it. 


The news is out that the BEP will run a similar pro- 
gram in 2018, three cards with the theme of the 100th 
anniversary of WW I by subscription. The first is due 
out in January so get your order in soon. Then at 
Philadelphia in August, they will have three “pulled 
proofs.” 


The beautiful part of the hobby besides the art are the 
people. Several of the guys went to Berns Steakhouse 
on Thursday night and had a gourmet steak dinner. 
I sat with 10 collectors at happy hour in the Embassy 
Suites after the show on Friday sipping my Diet 
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Coke and listening to great conversation, eating bar = [John Wilson’s photo at Mike Bean’s booth (below, 
snacks, my un-eaten lunch, and deer sausage John l. to r.) Sid Crawford, Steve Costner, Mike Bean, 
Parker brought from North Carolina. Delish! Our O.T. Thompson, Lee Quast, Tom Conklin, and John 
numbers have diminished in the SCCS through Wilson.]
